During the discussion, I summarised the outcome of each of those historical 
events with as much accuracy as if I had drawn the blue-prints for them. 


In order to get Mr. Krusehev and his associates off our backs in a peace- 
ful way, we will have to change our basic thinking in regard to them. The 
change which I am thinking about will not only get hla off our backs but 
at the same time we will take over the initiative and place them in a 
position whereby they will have to do a lot of thinking in order to adits t 


I am aware of the fact that in the system in which we live only public 
opinion can influence the government to change its policies: but, I*a 
certain that if you will put the idea to the people they oheeringly will
